New grounds of rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Paul Kohl 
et al. "Wafer-Level Packaging Addresses ... Interconnections", Apr '01 . 

With respect to claim 1, Kohl et al. teach a structure for providing resilient 
interconnections in a wafer level package, comprising a conductive pad 
overlays an air space, wherein at least a portion of the air space extends 
laterally beyond the conductive pad. See fig 1 . and its associated text of 
Kohl et al.
